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IN MEMORIAM 
DORA WINIFRED ATKINS 


1885-1975 


On June 25, 1975, Norfolk House lost its second headmistress, Dora Winifred Atkins, in her 90th 
year. Before retiring in 1956 she had served the education of girls in Victoria for 43 years. 

Miss Atkins, one of 12 children of an English Anglican Clergyman, emigrated in 1913 to help her 
colleague at Norwich High School, Miss Julia McDermott, run a small school in Christ Church Hall. 
Later they moved to Oscar Street and in 1917 Miss Atkins took over when Miss McDermott married. 
The next move was to Granite and Amphion Street where they remained until the black and white 
building we know today was built in 1931. 

A classical scholar, this frail-looking, sweet-faced woman ran the 12 grade school and boarding 
house with very little help or practical knowledge of business. She instilled manners and a quiet 
modesty with a deceptively firm hand which belied her gentle appearance. Shy of large crowds she 
never held assembly but taught Scripture and Classics in a well modulated voice. 

From 1928 she was aided by Mrs. Ivy Cheetham with whom she retired to 900 Byng Street until 
her health forced her to spend her last years in a nursing home. 

In 1976 we are moved to remember with love and affection this quiet woman whose pioneering 
energy and devotion built the ideals we embrace today.

IN MEMORY OF HELEN LOUISE WILSON 
1956-1975 


Helen Wilson attended Norfolk House for twelve years and in that time 
became well known and well liked. It was therefore with a common sense of grief 
we learned of her death on September 14, 1975. 

Helen was a remarkable girl, partly because of her tremendous involvement in 
life but mainly because of the spirit behind that involvement. At Norfolk House 
her energy was demonstrated in almost every area of school activity, drama, 
debating, tennis and hockey and only a few which come to mind. In grade twelve 
she was an honest, enthusiastic House Captain and Prefect. 

But there was more to Helen than the average, for every hundred all-round 
school girls there was only one who had the joie de vivre she had. Unlike many of 
her contemporaries Helen had a clear view of where she was going, and she didn’t 
waste a moment on her way there. 

‘Perhaps that is the legacy she has left us - to live life and love life to the 
fullest. It is what she did best. By remembering her, and learning from her ex- 
ample, we can be sure that the light she brought into our lives will never go out.”

A CHINESE FUNERAL 


To most Chinese who are Buddhists, gongs and paper money are most essential in a funeral. They hire a group of people who will 
play the gong for them in order to frighten the evil spirits away. They will also go to the temple to get paper money to throw on the 
roadside. In so doing, they believe that they can please the evil spirits. 

This funeral procession will go round the town in order that the dead person may have a last visit of his town. Usually, friends 
and relatives who attended this funeral will be given a coin to show the generosity of that dead person. 

Before the dead person is laid into the coffin, he will be washed and dressed in his best by his close relatives. Usually he is dressed © 
in black and light rubber shoes. The Chinese believe that if he wears clogs or leather shoes, he will make a lot of noise-when he visits 
his family. Therefore, in order that the family may not hear his footsteps, they let him wear light rubber shoes. After laying him in 
the coffin, all his clothes, shoes and some other belongings of his, will be put into his coffin for him too. The Buddhists believe that 
if these things are not put into his coffin, he will come looking for them after his burial. Therefore these are certain of the major 
things his relatives will do for him. The coolies who carry his coffin must be very cautious in handling it. The coffin must not be 
shaken or else the spirit of the dead person will return to his family and will haunt them. Therefore, most of these coolies are very 
well paid so that they do their job well. 

But nowadays, the playing of gongs is abandoned in certain countries but the procedure still follows as usual. This type of funer- 
al only applies to the Chinese who are Buddhists.
